In beehives of popu¬ 
lation one forgets the sound of a singing stream, the 
serenity and faith-restoring steadfastness of friendly 
trees, the green of new grass, the blue of violets’ faces 
along the brook edge, and the challenge of a cock 
pheasant’s crow from woodland edge. 

Fishing gives a man a chance to get caught up 
with himself, and when he comes home, a bit tired 
physically but refueled in heart and mind, he knows 
that a day’s fishing has done something for him.

The people of Western Canada should feel fairly 
safe by the appointment of Doug. Harkness of Calgary 
as Federal Minister of Agriculture. Harkness has a 
reputation for looking after responsibilities assigned 
to him and it Is no secret that Canada’s greatest agri¬ 
cultural problems arise in the West. It would have 
been tragic to Western Canada had some easterner 
with the biased mind one so often encounters in other¬ 
wise very competent men been assigned the cabinet 
position on which so much of Canada’s prosperity de¬ 
pends. We have heard them talk and we have seen 
their writings, we have tried to reason with them when 
we met them, but they are as adamant as super¬ 
concrete. They like the export dollars when Canada’s 
wheat is flowing smoothly, but they do not want any 
part of the difficult times. Very few of the men in 
high political office in Ottawa, regardless of party 
affiliation, realize that the Western Canada wheat 
grower subsidized the British and the Allied cause in 
general during World War II. It was not the Canadian 
people as a whole, it was the wheat grower by himself. 
Thus it is, we carry the torch for the Western farmer 
whenever we are confronted by the ravings of some 
economic expert, so called, who would dump our wheat 
and let the producer rot in poverty. Wheat has an in¬ 
trinsic food value. Britain, Germany, France and Italy 
all established minimum prices for their own wheat. 
Why let them buy ours at twenty^five cents on the dol¬ 
lar or less? Canada's wheat surplus is taking quite a 
jolt by this year's sub-normal crop. Let us hear no 
more bellyaching about a product that does not de¬ 
teriorate to any great extent by holding it in storage. 
Joseph did a very fine job in Egypt, so the Bible tells 
us, and we recall the day when Canada’s export bins 
were all but empty . . . and not too many years ago. 
We look to Mr. Harkness to protect the Western wheat 
situation. He will run into lots of opposition within his 
own party, but he is a Westerner and shoud never 
let go. k —Camrose Canadian
